The first we know of our line of the Snider family is that Dr.John Snicer 
came to America from Germany with his wife Rosella Roesch Snider in 1790 
and settled in Haserstow,Jaryland.I have rone through meny records of 
early Maryland but can find nothing further about Dr. John Snider. There 
is a John Snicer and his wife buried at Dusk Camnv,iicst Virginia,but as 
there is no marker on the rrave his wifets name is unknowm. This msy have 
been my freat,rreat rrandfather as his son Jacob liv.d in Gilmer County 
from middle age and his parents may heave fone there to be with hin. 


Jacob Snicer,born 1791 snd died March 31,1869,7arried Dlizabeth Keller, 
daurhter of Josevh Kellcr,a wealthy end prominent citizen of Cumberland, 
Maryland,who was encared in the importins end exporting trade. Josenh 
Keller's wife,ilisabeth’'s mother, was a Snanish woman Xitty DeLosk,said 
to have been descended from a noble family of Svain. Jacob Sniccr,ny 
great gsrandfather,was a rich man and married into a wealthy family and 
lived the life of a2 country rcontlemen intill he was midcleased. about 
that time he bousht an inn called the Halfway House, between Weston and 
Buchhannon,’;.Va.,and this inn,now a road house,is still in cxistence, | 


The information about Jacob Snicer was riven to me by a first cousin of 
my father,a daughter of William Snider. In 1952 I went to see this cousin, 
Elizabcth Owens,whnen she was livinr at the Mesonic Home at Tarkercburr, 
W.Va.She was at that time over ninty vears old and had known Jacob :cll 

as she was about thirty years old when he died. She said that he beusht 
the inn because he was a very social men ond liked to have many prconle 
around. He rave fine parties and had many friends and relatives et them. 
Among, other thinses served at these varties would be a young vif,rocsted 
whole ,brourht in on a huge siatter with a red anple.in its mouth and a 
border of red apples around it. 


Jacob died at the food old age of ninty-cisht. Years before he died he 
hod boucht a lot in the Snider cemetery on Stewarts Creek Road,a few 
miles out of Glenville,W.Va.,and hed a nice monument rut on it. The 
cemetery is named for the Snider family who save the land for it. it is 
a pretty littic cemetery with a chanel on it. Jacob's wife, ®lizabeth. is 
buried on their lot,but,alas,Jacob is not there with her. He died in 
March and the roads were so bad aftcr a hard winter thet he could not be 
taken there end is buried in Sand Fork Cemetery. In 1951 I went to Gicne 
ville and visited these cemeteries and also Otterbein cemetery where my 
grandmother,lNeancy,is buried. 


Jacob foursht in the War of 19612 and in his latter years was riven a | 
special pension by the government in honor of his being the oldest living 


Soldier who fourht in that war, He was a volun toer in the artillery 
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Company of James Faulkner. One of his sons,‘/illiam,was active in nolitics 
and waS elected to the state lerislature six times. The other sons were 
mostly farmers or business men. Jacob had six children,William, Joab, (my 
grandfather )John,Hiram,Jacob and Slizabeth. 


Hy egrandfathcr,Joab Snider,vwas born May 3,1617 and died arch 19,1592. He 
was a farmer all his lifeand lived in Gilmor County,i.Va. He married Nancy 
Brannon who was born 1821 and died in 1295. She was the daughter of the 
Reverend Sarmel Brannon who was born ‘n Washineston 0.C. in 17°9. lis 
father was Jesse Brannon end his mother Mary “ilson frannon and they are 
said to have come from Belfast,Ireland about 17°6. armel was a southern 
Methodist minister and had chrevits in Gilmer,Loran,Braxton and Boone 
counties, iihen he became too old to ride his ctrenits he ran a ferry-boat 
across the Little Kanawa river at Glenville. He married Catherine sleet, 
daughter of David Sleeth on July 12,1620 and their oldest child Nancy was 
porn in 1821. Samuel Brannon and five of his family are buricd in a cenme~ 
tery on the. farm of Harvey Beall,ncar Glenville. He died at the ace of 
ninty-six, 


Joab and Nancy Snider had seven children: Samel,Jacob,=lizabeth, Frank, 
Jesse,Lewis,(my father)and mmoch. Tro of them,sanmucl and Jacob fourht in 

the Civil War; they were in the 19th Viricsinia Cavalry,Company £ and Jacob 
was killed at Woodstock,Virsinia. They belonced to the Confederate arny - 
@nce when Samucl had a furlough and went home for a visit,he had rone as 

far as Webster County when a group of Union soldiers akeost cavtured hin, 
but he eluded them and hid in a swemn until they stonved look'ne for hin 

and then he resumed his journey home. Enoch was the only one of the children 
wno did not marry end died in his late teens. He had been huntinre and hed 
worn a blister on his hecl from the heavy hunting boots, There was a dance 
that eveninrs and he insisted on coing altheurh his mother urged him not to. : 
He drecsed,put on his dancing shoes and danced all nicht. His foot becan 
infected and he died of blood poinoning. 


Joab was a very fricndly,social man and liked to go visiting his neishbors. 
He was also fond of fine clothes and one day he went riding about ten miles 
to see some neishbors and had on a Frince Albert coat and a hich silk hat. 
When he went in the neishbors house the woman of the house askcd him to 
take off his overcoat and stay for dinner. He wes so offended that she had 
called his beloved Prince Albert coat and overcoat that he went back home.

Joab is buricd at Busk-Ceen cemetery and Nancy at Otterbein,both near 
Glenville. When I visited in Glenviile several years ago I went to see the 
house in which my father was born and raised. It is a two story house that 
was b.ilt of logs and later covered with weather boarding. The lor barn is 
also still in use and both house and barn ere over a huncred ycers olde 


My father,Lewis Snider,left Glenville when quite a_ young man and went to 
Pittsburg where he met cond married my mother,lary Ellen Letitia Skillen,who 
was born December 25,1553 and died December 25,1927. My father was born on 
April 12,1853 and dicd as the result of an accident on March 23,1594. I do 
not know how long they lived in Pittsburrch or what kind of work my father 
did, Thyy moved to West Newton from Pittsburgh and my oldest sister was bom 
there on April 23,1875. West Newton is near Pittsburch and my parents moved 


there because they belonred to and had been married in Christs -vanrelLical 
Luthern Church, The pastor was the Reverend H.J.H.Lemke and my mother said 
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that at the reception at her parents home !'r Lemke left early in the evenine 
saying that he had better go as he knew "that when the cat is away the mice 
can play”.He knew that they wanted to dance but would not do so es lonm a 

he was there. I have my parents wecdins certificate and family Bible. 


Shortly before I was born my parents moved to Delroy,Ohio, My fathor was at 
first the manarcr of a large farm and later the Juperintendent of some coal 
mines.Father built a nice home in Delroy and I saw it about ten yvoars aro 
when I went there.Franik and Rosella were born in Delroy. what strance,fror- 
mentary memorics we have of our childhood. The first thing 4 can remember 
happened when I was about three and a half years old. lv brother wes asleep. 
in the cradle when I heard a band comins down the strect nlaying and Y’vas 
so frichtcned that I jumped into the cradle and started rocking it so hard 
that it turned over throwine us both on the floor. twas about four years 
old when I remember riding on the back of a horse that my father was leadin*; 
I do not know where we were froinrg but I remember fordinre a small stream. I - 
remember cuite vividly a sypsy who persuaded me to go with her,but a neirhbor 
who Saw us ran to teil my mother and she came and cot me and once my sister 
and I were standins on the window sill of a second story window intcnding to 
jump into a vile of sand on the fround but a man who was workings on the 
house(it was the house my father was having built )stonved us. One of the 
happiest memories is of the Sunday School varty on Christmas Bve sertx at 
the Church. My father was the Sunday School sunerintendent and he stood at - 
the front of the hure Christmas tree and called out the names of the child- 
ren to come up and get their presentsjwe could hardly wait until our nanes ‘ 
‘were called. 


Father, like his father and crandfather,was a very social man and hed many 
friends in Delroy. My oldest sister and I went to school there for a year. 
Some of the thines I lcarned scem stranse for six year olds to lcarn,but I . 
Still remember them 3 the names of the fresicents of the United Statcs, 

rhymes about the number of days in a month and meny"memory remst 4 was 

seven years old when we moved to Readfield,Perry County,OChio.where my sister 
and I went to a little country schcol whore all the classes were in one 

large room end ail taught by a man teacher.I cannot remember that I loarned 
anything that yecr excent my teachers name which was Skinner. I can also . 
remember the nice thinrs mother put in our lunch besket. ive had 2 hanny time 
in Redfield and I can think of only two unhanvy incidentsjone when ny 

fathcr was very sicl: and I thousht he was soins to dic. My sister,nine 

years old,went a mile to the nrxt villare to ret a doctor. the other was 
about a Sunday School vicnic.tie were roing on the train and I was all 

dressed uv in a white dress with a blue sash and eagerly looking forward y 
to the only picnic of the summer, I was cating an anple and was stunr by 

a yellow jacket which had lirhted on the anvle and ‘which I must have bitten, 
My whole face swelled so badiy that I coukd not go to the nicnic. .

My father invested all his money $n a new railroad that ran between Columbus, 

Zanesville and Redfield; it was called the Columbus and Eastern and went 

bankrupt in a few years and father's stock became worthlicss. We then moved 

to Zanesville where we lived for two ycars and then moved to Ludlow, Ky. 

oor father had many reverses but did not lose his honeful,hanvy disnosition. 

H e had a job as conductor on the Southern Railroad (CNO&TE ) and while works 
ing there had an accident which resulted in his untimely death at theo are 

of forty-one years. He is buried in Highland Cemetery,Ft.iitchell,Kv. We 
| later mov«d to Chicago where mother died in 1927 and is buried in Rosehill 
Cemetery.

There are a few interesting details about the Carpenter femtly that I 
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would like to include in this account.Amos Carpenter says that John 
carpenter who anncars in active life in 1303 is the head of the ancient 
jine of Carpenters in Herefordshire,in the varish of Dilwyne, to whom the 
Irieh Tyrconnels owe their descent. The family wes very active in m-tters 
relating to the interests of the Crown and vrobably no family stood hirher 
for good ceeds or received more favors. John was a member of Parlioment in 
1325 for the borourh of Leskard,in Cromyeil. The family remained country 
gentlemen for over six gencrations,. 


On the 23rd of February,14.51,the City cranted to Jolm,Towm Clerk,and his 
wife Catherine a lease on some premises in the varish of St.Peters,in the 
ward of Lime street,for a term of cirhty years on the cecition of rencere 
ing for the same one red rose yearly for the first thirty yoars and a 
yearly rental of thirty shiliings for the remainder of the term it is 
clear that the Carnenters resided in these vremises for John mentions the 
fact in his will. A cony of this and other wills are in Amos Carrenters | 
book. This vroverty now forms rart of the market of Leadenhall, John rave 
to the City of Londoncertain lands,the income from which was to provide 
for the education ot poor chilidren..uotins from Amos Carventer's book" *his 
proverty is now called the City of London Scheelsit is on one anu a half 
acres ond is valued by surveyors at ninty-five thousand rounds". 


Copy of part of the will of Williem Carpenter 2 of the American line, 
dated October 10,1658. "fo my son John,I becueath one mare,beinre the old 
white one,my best doublet,my nancsomest cont and cnough cloth to mceke hin 
a pair of breeches,t-‘onty shillines to buy his son 2 calf. Mr. Ainsworth's 
"The Five hooks of “oses,Canticles and Psalms,"Mr Brightman on Revelation 
and my @oncordance." To his wife he leaves various parcels of land ‘if she 
marry not,but if she marry the land is to co to Abiah.” He also leeves 
her the land thev live on “and the use of my heuschole stuff if she varry | 
not but if she marry che shall have 2 third part of the land and tne rest 
shail be siven to Samuel.She shall heve four oxen,one mare,which is called 
the black one,one bed and its furniture,one pnot,one vood kettle ond one 
Little one,one skillet and half of the vewter for her lifetime and then 
give it to the children. I rive to my wife these books,Christs Sermon on 
The Mount,the good Bibdle,Burrourh's “Jewel ef Contentment"and "The Cil of 
Gladness."I also five her two hundred of sugar. My wife is to hnvz the 
room I now lodge in and the chamber over it and to hove the liberty to 
come to the fire, Also I sive to my wife corn towards housekeeninr am the 
eloth in the house toward the clothing of herself and the chilceren with 
her and twine she has towards housekeenine and three acres of land". He
